barrels of beer), either biting or treading 
them down, monstrously tearin;: tiieir flesh 
and eating it, the like whereof hath hardly 
been seen ; and 'tis eerlaiii llio liurse will 
answer the expectation of all spectators." 
The sequel of the story is that several dogs 
were set at the vicious animal, which he 
killed or drove from the arena : the owners 
then led him away, trusting to miiki,- mure 
profit and sport by future exhihilitins. l?iit 
the spectators insisted that, according to llie 
promise in the bill of perfortnance, heshouKi 
be baited to death. They then began to de- 
molish the building-; and the horse was at 
length recalled to satisfy lliem before ho 
reached Loiulnii-brulgo.

The Mining Proapeots. 
The mining news brought by the Caiedonin 
on Tue.silay evening was of a most cticout- 
aging luilure, aiidcoii lirnis our ofl'-e.xpressed 
opinion iis to ihe ritiluiess of the mines. In 
no mining section in the known world have 
80 many 'ije/ij in/p,roporlion to^Jbeir^nuinber, 
done 80 well as in the Queiinerie River 
mines. Arid it is inot from the jiibilant ex- 
pressions of one oritvro'Who bave;prospered 
in their gold-hunting, that wa draw this 
conoiusiou. We ha\o yet to meet a single

to meet them. Provisions have been cheap 
in the new region since April last ; and min- 
ers can live much cheaper in lhal locality 
than they could at the Fork.s of Thompson 
and Fra^er Rivers, or LaFontuine, early in 
the Spring of '59. At that time (and we 
have cause to remember it), flour and beans 
were 40 a 50 cents per lb. ; bacon was cheap 
at 75 cents — and someitiines not to be had at 
any pri':e. As the bar-diggings in the neiuh- 
borhood were generally poor, and inadequate 
at that time to yield more than "jgrub" to 
rockers; and as the rich bank-diggings 
which have since been struck in that locali- 
ty were as yet uiilhought-of, hundreds left 
Ihe river, and subsequently the country, be- 
cause they saw no prospect of making a 
living at the rate provisions then were. 

Not .so, however, wilh the mines at Ques- 
nelle. They could make expenses any- 
where on ihe banks of the river Ihey saw tit 
10 set their rockers ; and where .sluices were 
put in, have invariably done handsomely. 
The consequence was, that notwithstanding 
the high prices of provisions lant spring, 
provident men, in the very worst diggings, 
were enabled to lay by quite a respectable 
sum to shdw for their spring work ; and as 
the Slimmer advanced, the supply of eata- 
bles became mora steady and profuse, and

The so-called Christians 
are so palpably in the wrong that any o.-.e 
calling himself Christian, and having any 
respect for the name, must feel humili'ited 
in making slalements, that, if '.hey do not 
jusiify, muff at all events palliate the con- 
duel of the Druses. 

You will remember that last year there 
was a Druse and Christian quarrel .-A a vil- 
lage called Beyt iMary. Tliat quarrel was 
setlled by a compact between the Christian 
Emirs and the Druse chiefs tc inaiiituiii 
peace, the Druses paying 30,000 piasters as 
indemnity for Clirislian property destroyed. 
However, as the Chrisliai « found, to their 
surprise, that they had killed more Druses 
than were slain of themselves, it appears 
it either entered or was put into their 
tlie urinstians \\*ere uy lai .ho'moonI./ujJ 
OUB, they could now overpower the Druses. 
Bo that as it may, it is now positive that a 
society was formed, of which it is said that 
the Roman Calliolio Bi^linp 'I'obia and ihi; 
Emir, Kais Shcliah, were I'resiileiits, fur !li 
very Chri.stian purpose of e.vteririinatiiig lb 
Druses ot Lebaixjn. 



As son as the Christian leaders thought 
things ;eady, they began to assemble their 
men, and it was evident that mischief to the 
Druses was intended. Tlie Druse chiefs 
began to look about them, but being really 
averse to a fiphi, being unprepared, they 
did everything in their power to prevent it, 
or at least to delay it. They wrote to the 
Christian Emir, pointing out the evil that 
would ensue lo both parties by the loss of 
the silk harvest (the most important of tlie 
country) and asseitiiig their willingness lo 
settle all differences amicably ; but the 
Christians woald listen to nothing; they 
were determined ; and the only step taken 
by the Turkish anihorities to prevent blood- 
shed and disorder was to niaich a handful 
of men from Boyroul lo the foot uf the 
mountains near the new, Damascus road, 
where ihey encamped. 

It appears that it was arranged by the 
Chri>iiiin- that ilii- (ii.-i Druse places to be 
attacked were Sliweyfat and Ailat. The 
llrbt |)lace is the reMileiice of the Druse 
Kaiinaikaii, and the other is the residence 
of one branch of the Talnooks, whoso chief 
is S^eikt^ Ha8Seia.Talhook,tbo most intelli- 
gent and knowing of all the Druses. 

On Iheir way to Ihe above named place.'i, 
the Clirisliaus had lo march by the Tuikish 
camp previously alluded tn, and they |)()si- 
tively did so within .'lO jiaces of tlie regular 
troops, wittioul a single ellurt being made to 
arrest them ! The Christians pushed on lo 
lladat and Babda, where Ihey, wore, to be 
joined by the Kmir Kais Shehab and some 
others. In tin; meantime the Druies, who 
are naturally bold and high sjiinled, and ik^- 
CUStomed to look on the Christians as no 

inatoh for them in fight, did nut wait to be 
allacitod, but made a simul'ianeoiis insli 
from Aleili, Ailiil and Ainanib, down the 
Waady, iiiid on toward Ihidat and Habda 
'I'lius llio war hegiiii, and afterward the 
whole Miltu was one continued soeiio of 
batile and burning, until the Druses were 
victorious at all points, with the e.vceplioii of 
Zahleli and Deeii el Kamar.

[Sensation in court, and slight hissing.J 
They calls my wife Irish, and keeps a using 
insulting language torrads her whenever she 
goes in the yard, and says I'm a nadgey- 
headed nigger. 

Mrs. Roberts— You! honor, I want pertec- 
tion ; but 1 suppose I must put up with un- 
decenl remarks because I lives in a low 
neighborhood. I am rebuked and reviled 
every time 1 go into the y.-ird. 

The Judge— WeW, Roberts, yotJ will have 
to find two sureties in £20 each to be of 
good behavior in future, or in default sufier 
one mouth's imptiaonmeht. 

Ttie negro, plosaly followed .by, his white 
wife, was then led, off to prison, grumbling 
at his hard streak of luok. We learn that he 
afterwards furnished the bonds and was set 
ut liberty. 

Nkari.v a Case or Duowm.su. — On 
Tuesday afterroon, Wm. Buljard hired four 
Si washes lo take him down !o Mr. Cham- 
bers' farm in a oanoe. Before starting he 
gave them a bottle of whisky to cheer their 
spirits, and after proceeding a short distance, 
Bollard lay down in the bottom of the canoe 
for a nap, being somewhat tipsy. The In- 
dians took advantage of his being asleep to

and Albert's Head, and rescued from Iheir 
perilous situation by some sailors in a man- 
o'-war's boat, on its way to Eequimalt. 
When first sighted by the sailors, the canoe 
was bottom up, and the Indians were push- 
ing Billiard away from it as often as became 
to lay hold of it. 'I'he whole party were 
brought to the station-house and lorked up 
for the night. Ye.-tvrday morning the I'o- 
lice Judge lined Bollard X5 tor giving the 
Indians whisky, and discharged the latter. 

A Stkat Ball.— On Tuesday afternoon 
a cannon ball came whizzing through the 
air, just over the bulk of the Northern Eagle, 
anchored off James' Bay, passed under the 
bridge, riohotted over the water, and finally 
buried itself in the mud.

The failure of the attempt to raise the 
submerged Allantic telegraph cable, whicli 
we have leariied by the last Kuropeaii 
steamer, ninsl not disoourane pohlitj laith 
in the eventual re.ilizalion of the pioject of 
uniting Europe and America by a line o( 
telegraph. We do not suppose that the 
Atlantic Telegraph Company will abanilon 
all attempts to lay down a now cable from 
Ireland to Newtoundland ; but, even if it 
should, there ate oilier enlerprizes on loot 
having the .same object in view, which will 
not probably be abaniloned. There is Mr.

The Canadian Parliament grant- 
ed a charter to him and his associale^i, under 
the title of the Transmundane Telegraph 
Company. That designation has .^iaoe been 
dropped, because, perhaps, it w. s sugges- 
tive of a telegraph to the moon or other 
points beyond this globe, and the title of 
Russian-Americaa Telegraph Company has 
heen substituted. There ought' to be, and 
probably will be, another change in the 
desigiialion, so as to include A.sia. Hul, 
however iiulistinct or uncertain may be the 
title of the company, theie is ao indistinct- 
ness or uncertainty about its plans, of which 
a full nccduni is given in another porlion of
